Many people familiar with the policy of the Colonial Office rubbed 
their eyes when they learned that permission had been granted, cone 
trary to all recent precedent, for a commemorative series to be mane 
ufactured by overprinting all values from a halfpenny to One Pound. 

No doubt the request was made by the Duke of Windsor, on behalf 
of the Legislative Assembly, and will have been approved by the Sece 
retary of State for the Colonies subject to the usual instruction to see 
that no ‘errors’ were made in the overprint. For the purpose of doing 
honour to the memory of Columbus it would have been quite sufficient 
@to overprint one or more low vale 


ue stamps, One may therefore as« 
sume, with some degree of prob- 
ability, that those who influenced 
the authorities to include every 
available denomination—fourteen 
in all, with a total face-value of 
33/414d.—saw an opportunity of 
making money out of official com. 
pliance with their wishes, and that 
any interest in Columbus was of 
very secondary importance. 

No figures have yet been sug. 
gested of the quantities overprint- 
ed, but the customary message 
came over that the whole issue 
had been sold out within two 
days. Several dealers hav> not, up 
to the moment of going to press, 
received the supplies for which 
they cabled at same time as oth- 
ers whose supplies have arrived. 
The authorities are no novices in 
the matter of the demand for new 
stamps. They have catered for 
them long enough to be well 
versed in this, and at least they 
knew that the number required 
would not be less than of the 3d on 
2%2d provisional, of which they 
printed 240,000 in 1940. More- 
over, they have been ordering up 
supplies to quite a considerable 
extent during recent months— 
vide Crown Agents Bulletin: in 
which all the Requisitions are 
recorded—and it is a standing in- 
struction with Crown Colonies that 
to avoid any unnecessary exped- 
ients, they should keep a stock of 
all normal values estimated to

Oddities In Christmas Seals 

Einar Holboeli, an employee of 
the Danish Post Office, is the or- 
iginator of the Christmas Seal. 
The post offices of Denmark, Nor. 
way and Sweden initiated the 
sale of these seals in 1904. In the 
United states they made their 
first appearence in 1907. Al- 
though they are not postage 
stamps, collectors have been ats 
tracted to them. 
The very nature of these seals 
and the details involved in their 
manufacture make them fertile 
territory for 
study. To begin with, they are 
printed very often by various pri- 
vate firms. These printers are 
hardly as efficient as the Govern- 
ment Printing Bureau, a greater 
laxity exists in the control of the 
stock. In addition to these factors, 
they are multi-colored, sometimes 
as many as five different colors 
making up the finished product. 
Each color is printed in a separate 
operation. 
From this brief outline of the 
problems attending the manufac- 
ture of the Christmas Seals, one 
can very readily grasp the possib- 
ilities of unusual items in this 
field. 
Firstly, one finds frequent flaws 
in printing, such as, smeared im- 
pressions, dry prints and ink 
blotches, 
Secondly, the perforation varie- 
ties crop up, imperforate sheets, 
part-perforate varieties, wild per- 
forations through the stamps and 
gutter snipes. 
Third, you run across interesting 
color freaks,—sometimes one or 
more colors are missing altogether. 
An interesting type of color oddity 
is caused when the sheet of seals 
is not held iy. the same position 
for the printings of the different 
colors. This causes some colors to 
overlap and weird 
stamps are the result, 
In addition to these varieties, 
one stumbles across variations in 
shades, overprints inverts, gum 
varieties, printers waste, roulettes, 
irregular perforations and a host 
of other flaws. 
It doesn’t require too much im- 
agination to realize that the study 
of Christmas Seai freaks could be 
turned into a highly interesting 
project in itself. As an additional 
inducement, most of this mater- 
ial can be acquired for a small 
outlay, Since these stamps are 
sponsored by the American Nat- 
ional Red Cross and the National 
Tuberculosis Association, you 
should buy one or more sheets 
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without oddities. There is nothing

An interesting group of the 
French R. P. O. markings is the 
transit markings applied to for- 
eign mail received directly into 
the R. P. O. service. These are 


‘circles with an octagon in the cen- 


ter. Country of origin always at 
top, receiving R. P. O. always 
at the bottom, All sorts of coun- 
tries and combinations can be 
found; but the marks are rather 
difficult to locate from R. P. 
O's. They are much commoner 
with town names only at the bot- 
tom. 

The very early R. P. O.’s of 
Sweden (probably not later than 
1880) have only the initials of the 
RR line in single circle and are 
difficult to identify. Later types 
are all rather similar, most have 
“NED” or UPP after the PKXP 
numbers. The PKXP number of- 
ten has a letter after it as well. 

Mr. Gordon also says in his 
letter,” In checking one of my 
French R. P. O. covers, I ran 
across one that ought to be a street 
railway item: “CREIL A PARIS/ 
§T. O” in a wavy circle, with 1917 
date. Crei. is a suburb of Paris; 
but whether this is really a street 
car mark or not, I don’t know. 
It's unusual in having the “ST. 
0” at bottom, I can’t determine 
the meaning of this.” 

I wonder if any of the readers 
can tell me anything about the 
above cancel. I have never been 
able to find any information about 
street railway post offices in Eur- 
ope. It seem to me that it is like- 
ly that there would have been 
some as they were so successful 
- this country for quite a per- 
od. 

Mr. E. J. Newcomer reports an 
R, P. O. covers from Nenana and 
St. Michael Alaska R. P. O. that 
had been opened by censor. Mr. 
Newcomer says, “I tried to get 
Nenana and Eagle but my cover 
came back postmarked at Eagle, 
Alaska.”

Time Soothes The Ire 
Of A Pepped Up Public 
Says Feature Columnis! 


Charles B. Driscoll’s column, 
New York Day by Day,” which is 
distributed nationally by the Mc- 
Naught Syndicate, occasionally 
contains material of philatelic in- 
terest. The following appeared in 
newspapers of Sunday, Dec. 13: 

My stamp dealer friend, Emil 
Bruechig, who likes almost any 
kind of game, has recently added 
to my holiday happiness by pre- 
senting me with a big handful of 
old envelopes. 

They are all just about 70 years 
old, yet most of them are still 
strong enough to carry a letter 
through the mails. 

Each envelope has printed on 
front or back some wartime pro- 
paganda. Nearly all of it is rather 
hysterical and un-funny anti- 
Confederacy propaganda, and the 
spirit animating it is hatred. 
These envelopes formed a _ very 
special factor in stirring up hatred 
against the South. 

Many of them carry cartoons, 
badly executed, representing Jef- 
ferson Davis as being hanged from 
a sour apple tree. There are silly 
puns, lame verses, and wildly pa- 
triotic speeches accompanying 
nearly all of the cartoons. The en- 
tire back of one envelope is taken 
up with a fine print reproduction 
of a supposedly humorous diatribe 
against the Southerners by Arte- 
mus Ward. It is pretty lame stuff. 

How can such a collection of 
junk make anyone happy? 

Well, I’m just naturally inter- 
ested in correspondence. I like 
anything that suggests how the 
writing of messages from one per. 
son to another is or was made in- 
teresting and exciting. And, also, 
I am interested in history and 
propaganda. 

It is interesting to me that the 
Northerners of those days gave so 
much thought to the idea of hang- 
ing Jefferson Davis. It reminds 
one of the emphasis in the last 
war upon the project of hanging 
the Kaiser. Or of the war-cry of 
our last undeclared war against 
Mexico: “Get Villa, dead or alive?” 

Villa died of old age, if I ‘re- 
member correctly. The Kaiser died 
not long ago, of something re- 
sembling senility. 

Jefferson Davis, now generally 
regarded as a first rate American 
statesman by Americans in every 
part of the world, died at the age 
of 81 in New Orleans, while en- 
joying a quiet old age. 

So these envelopes, once so ex- 
citing to hatred-conscious Ameri- 
cans, are now extremely interest- 
ing as examples of the extent to 
which propaganda used to be car- 
ried, in wars that are now history. 

But any envelopes attract my 
attention, so long as they tell a 
story or wave a banner. My per- 
sonal correspondence with rela- 
tives and friends is mostly carried 
on under covers that must amuse 
the letter carriers. I am always

changed?” Robert E. Fellers, chief of the stamp division was asked. 
- This stamp has a different function from other stamps, he explained. 
It’s a signal to the postal clerk to give the letter special attention. 
It’s the kind of thing you don’t want to monkey with. It would be like 
changing a red danger signal to purple or orange. 
As for the motorcycle, that was more the stamp division’s idea than 


the special messenger’s. 


Actually, the messengers who deliver your special letters provide 
their own conveyances or go on foot, 

As long as they get there quickly enough, they can use automobile, 
an autogyro, or a dogsled, for all the postoffice cares.

INVEST IN STAMPS 

Time is again demonstrating the soundness of good stamps as 
an investment. Following the first World war many Europeans fa- 
miliar with stamps and their values found them the safest and most 
sound investment that they could make. Even collectors of the poor- 
er classes learned that their daily wages invested in stamps over the 
postoffice counter was one of the best ways to retrieve something 
from the worthless money in which they were paid, 

Following the panic of 1929, stable business men who held 
heavy investments in postage stamps frankly admitted that stamps 
were their most sound investment. Arthur Hind is on record as 
having made such statements. We personally know men of wealth 
who had thousands of dollars invested in stamps and found them 
more stable in value than real estate, bonds and cther securities, 

Time is again demonstrating the value of stamps and we can 
best see this trend in the sales of seven different Auction houses 
which have been held in the past couple months for the sale of 
stamps from the collection of the late Colonel E, H. R. Green, 

Men recognized as the best informed stamp men in America 
made estimates of the sale value of the stamps that have been sold 
and their figure was around 20 per cent below actual price realized. 
An estimate of around $180,000 was made for the seven sales held 
and the total has run just under $120,000. This can oniy be accepted 
as an increased interest and faith in the future of stamps and stamp 
collecting. It is an indication of the fact that more end more men of 
means are learning. of the value and stability of choice stamps and 
this fact is further proven by the fact that in the not too dis- 
tant past, three or four hundred bidders at big sales was the usual 
average while at these Green sales the average number of bidders is 
said to have been 600. 

Another factor of interest is the close association of the Chase 
National Bank with this property. Every demonstration of this na- 
ture that can involve our larger banks will accrue to the advantage 
of our hobby for it will give bankers and monied men much more 
respect for the hobby. 

It was stated before these seven sales were held that they were 
to be in the nature of a series of test sales to feel out the market, 
Results should quickly convince the people involved that the market 
is ready for the rest of the Green Stamps. Those stamps sold thus far 
represent probably 20 per cent of the total holdings, and did not 
include some of the most'choice material, so that it is now betieved 
that instead of something like $1,000,000.00 to $1,200,000.00 as ex- 
pected from the entre holdings the total may run to anywhere from 
$1,800,000.00 to as much as $2,000,000.00. What more proof of the 
stability of stamps do we need than such figures, 

Present indications are that the further sale of the Green ma. 
terial will be pushed as rapidly as arrangements can be made and 
let us hope that the persons in charge of these sales will take full ad- 
vantage of the publicity that can be given to our hobby and thus 
boost their own sales as. well, by the liberal use of publicity both 
in the newspapers and in the stamp publications of America. 

Some time ago we suggested that a pool of approximately one 
per cent of the estimated total receipts from stamps offered should 
be spent in a systematic publicity campaign and we do hope that 
this suggestion will be followed. 

You collectors of small means wll say, what does all this 
million dollar collection have to do with us, who can spend but a 
few dollars per week on stamps. Collectors of this type usually 
collect for the pleasure and enjoyment they get from the hobby, but 
very often we find one of these collectors who throws up his hands 
in disgust and states that money put in stamps can never be gotten 
back again. It is to this type of collector that we now offer a bit of 
advise which if followed will bring him much better returns on his 
stamp investment than he may think possible. 

Quit buying hit and miss, this, that or the other thing, Look the 
field over, make a definite decision as to what you wll buy and if 
you pick wisely you will find your collection profitable in the end, 

Suppose you had started gathering the small Philatelic Souvenir 
sheets when they first started coming out. The cost would have been 
within the means of many collectors, You would have accumulated 
a collection that would have knocked down the slue ribbon at many 
a stamp show and if you doubt the value of the investment you 
would have made, just take your catalogue and check up on prices 
on these items today. That is putting all your eggs in one basket and 
in stamp collecting that is a sound thing to do if you hope to cash in 
at a future date. 

Suppose you have built a collection of 15,000 to 20,000 varieties 
over a period of years. Today you can buy a collection of that size 
for a few hundred dollars. Your collection cost you a lot more if you 
picked them up a few at a time but in selling, unless you have spec- 
ialized some stamps along the line somewhere, you still have only a 
15,000 or 20,000 variety collection of doubtful value because such a 
large percentage of the large number of varietics are so very com- 
mon and almost worthless as single stamps. 

But if you had spent the same amount of money on a collection 
of some one single British Colony, bought all values in sets, right up 
through the pound, bought covers, bought varieties. bought blocks, 
really specialized the country, you would find « ready and lucrative 
market for such a collection after ten years and that is the way that 
a man of small means can invest in, stamps. 
















License Required 
For Stamp Auctions 
In New York City 


Stamp deglers in the metropoli- 
tan New York area holding, or 
planning to hold public auction 
sales of postage stamps have 
been warned to secure a license 
as auctioneer at once. This sug- 
gestion from the Department of 
Licenses of the City of New York 
is effective immediately, and all 
sales held without such a license 
will be considered violations of 
the law as interpreted by Com- 


9 missioner Paul Moss. 


This ruling has been accepted 
by stamp firms involved for the 
greatest part and many have al- 
ready applied for the necessary 
license, or have indicated their in 
tention of doing so. The license 
fee is $100 per year, and a $2,000 
bond is also required. 

On November 13th and 14th all 
stamp dealers listed in the New 
York City Red Book received a 
postal card from the Department 
of Licenses, requesting their ‘pre- 
sence at a meeting to be held 
November 16th at the offices of 
Commissioner Moss. There were 
no summons issued, as_has been 
erroneously reported in a recent 
stamp magazine editorial. 

In the course of this meeting, 
the Commissioner stated that all 
firms holding public auction sales 
in New York must take out a li- 
cense, At that time a one month 
period of grace was allowed the 
committee of the American Stamp 
Dealers’ Association which served 
as proxy representatives of all 
but a few of the dealers. 

One meeting was called under 
the auspices of the A. S. D. A. 
for November 24th and was fol- 
lowed by a_ second gathering 
Monday evening, December 14th. 
A poll taken of those present at 
the last gathering indicated a 
divided opinion, with only a few 
dissenting votes. 

The Commissioners’ ruling was 
that all persons, partnerships and 
corporations engaged in, opera- 
ting or conducting stamp auctions 
must be licensed and bonded. 
The Administrative Code of the 
Department of Licenses Section 
B32—138.0, reads “It shall be 
unlawful for any person to engage 
in the business of auctioneer with 
out a license therefor.” 

Stamp firms in New York have 
for years, operated with a licen- 
sed auctioneer in charge, believ- 
ing they were fully complying 
with the laws. There had been no 
information to the contrary from 
the Department of Licenses des- 
pite the fact that there had been 
a previous discussion as to how 
the name of the licensed auc- 
tioneer in charge was to appear 
on the sale satalogues, and in the 
advertising. 

As it now stands, stamp firms 
holding, or planning to hold, pub- 
lic auctions must apply for a li- 
cense, Individuals and partner- 
ships may, upon receiving their 
license, conduct their own sales, 
unless they wish to keep the 
books and employ a licensed auc- 
tioneer to call out the bids as 
heretofore. Corporations, on the 
other hand, must take out the li- 
cense and bond, and must also em- 
ploy a licensed auctioneer to do 
the actual selling. 

License application blanks are 
obtainable from the Department 
of Licenses, 112 White Street, or, 
may be secured from Edson J. 
Fifield, Secretary of the American 
Stamp Dealers’ Association, 500 
Fifth avenue.

By now collectors of First Day covers have had time to study their 
copy of the 1943 First Day Cover Catalog which is Volume V (for Vic- 
tory) of the Cover Collecting Guide Series. The new Cover Guide is 
smaller than usual but its twenty-eight pages carries a world of in- 
formation. The 1943 Guide is devoted to a description and pricing of 
United States First Day covers from 1923 to the present time. Many 


First Day covers of Canada, Canal® 


Zone, Eire, France, Nicaragua and 
Panama Republic are also present. 
However only those of special in- 
terest to U. S. collectors are in- 
cluded. There is yet to be a spe- 
cialized catalog of First Day covers 
of the world. 

First Day covers are arranged 
chronologically in the new cat- 
alog, regardless of whether they 
are commemoratives, regular is- 
sues, air mails, or stamped en- 
velopes There is therefore only 
one section, not many sections 
based on the kind of issue. The 
idea of this being that covers 
should be mounted by years and 
not by kinds. The main advantage 
of the chronological order in the 
album, according to L. P. Miller, 
publisher of the Guide Series, is 
that it shows a true picture of 
postal history. Is this the pur- 
pose of collecting First Day cov- 
ers? This new arrangement is 
against the printiples of your 
writer and of the 1942 issue of the 
Cover Guide which lists all types 
of covers dividing First Day cov- 
ers into types. 

The system of numbering cov- 
ers is an entirely new system. It 
makes quick identification poss- 
ible, since the postmark data on 
the cover is also the catalog num- 
ber of the cover. In other words 
the catalog number of the covers 
are their dates of issue. Under this 
plan the first two numbers of the 
catalog number gives the year of 
the stamp issue, followed by the 
two letters that are the abbrevia- 
tion of the month, and then fol- 
lowed by another number which 
is the day of the month. Scott’s 
numbers are also listed. This new 
system is indeed ideal. A collec- 
tor can locate his First Day cover 
in the catalog in the shortest time 
possible. The system is simple 
and can be used by all. The au- 
thor of this system states that 
collectors and dealers are welcome 
to use the new numbering system. 
When the numbers are used on 
‘ priec lists, and in sending orders 
to dealers, the cover Guide cata- 
log numbers should be referred 
to as C. G, Cat. Nos. While this 
system is of great value in finding 
a cover in the catalog, I do not 
believe that the general collector 
will ever use this system in gen- 
eral. 

The last list of The Cover Col- 
lecting Guide of First Day Covers 
Was two years ago in the 1941 
Cover Guide, which brought the 
cataloging up to the three-cent 
Abolition stamp of October 20, 
1940. The values listed at that 
time are now out of date. The 
new catalog of First Dey covers 
reflects current market prices 
which are somewhat higher now.

and from the wording on same, 
we fail to see how anyone could 
call the pennies illegal. Certainly 
people who do accept them in 
change are not obligated to .do 
so and the pennies bear no word- 
ing indicating any governmental 
connection of any nature but 
simply state that they are valued 
at one cent and will be so re- 
deemed by the Merchants Asso- 
ciation. Certainly if I or anyone 
else wanted to print such coupons 
and offer~ them to people for 
small change and people cared 
to accept them, there would be 
nothing illegal about such an act. 
On the other hand, our Treasury 
Department might look into the 
method used by the Postoffice De- 
partment in giving change for 
postage due charges where the 
charge is 144c. In such instances 
the person receiving the item 
with the 144c charge is obliged 
to hand over 2 cents to the post- 
man and is obliged to accept in 
change a paper Vc piece issued by 
the postoffice department that has 
absolutely no value .of any nature 
in any way as a single item by 
itself. You can not mail anything 
for %c and you can not take 
these Jac stamps to any postoffice 
in groups of two and redeem them 
for 1 whole cent. Thus the Mer- 
chants Association of Boise Idaho 
is certainly doing a far more 
honest job with their paper pen- 
nies than does our Postoffice De- 
partment with its worthless paper 
1c pieces,

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CZECHOSLOVAKIAN ARMY CANCELS

Probably the fightingest group of European soldiers and pilots in 
England is the Free Czechoslovakian Army, and they have good rea- 
son to be, The exiled men of this army, because they chose to defend 
their country, are considered by Schicklegruber to be traitors to Ger_ 
many’s New Order and therefor liable to be shot without mercy if 
they are captured, This army participated in the battle of France and 


iff airmen later helped the RAF® 


to turn back the Luftwaffe in the 
battle of Britain. The Czechoslo- 
vakian army was evacuated from 
France and is now stationed in 
England, 

Mail for the soldiers is handled 
by the army field post very ra- 
pidly and_ efficiently. English 
stamps and postal rates are used, 
but the cancelling and registra- 
tion is done by the field post. At 
every anniversary or holiday 
special large commemorative post 
marks are used. I will describe 
below the regular cancellations 
and the four latest commemora- 
tive cancels of the Czechoslovak 
Field Post. 

The regular postmark is a rec- 
taitgle containing the words 








“Ceskoslovenska Polni  Posta/ 
(date) /Czechoslovak /Field Post” 
in black. The registration sticker 
is blue on white with the’ red 
wording “‘Cs, Polni Posta/Czecho- 
slovak Field Post.” 

On May 28th, 1942, the regu- 
lar boxed cancellation was used 
in red to celebrate the birthday 
of President Benes. Dr. Eduard 
Benes was born May 28, 1884. 
During the last war, Dr. Benes 
helped T. G. Masaryk to or- 
ganize the Czechoslovaks into a 
nation. When, in 1919, Czechoslo- 
vakia came into existence, he was 
chosen Foreign Minister, and in 
1921 he became Premier. Later, 
he became President. 

August 2nd saw the issuance of 





a round postmark rrinted in red 
to commemorate the 25th anni- 
versary of the battle of Zborov. 
This is what Lieut. J. O. has to 
say about this battle; “The battle 
at Zborov wasn’t a big battle in 
the general history of the last war, 
but it has a great meaning for us 
Czechs because it was the first 
battle at all fought by the Czech- 
oslovak Brigade in that war. This 
Brigade-small in numbers-has 
beaten German Forces in superior 
numbers several times. After that 
battle there have been many oth- 
ers that have brought victory to 
our forces, but the first still re- 
mains a symbol to us.” 


The next commemorative post- 
mark was one commemorating the 
fifth anniversary of the death of 
President Masaryk. Thomas Gar- 
rigue Masaryk was born March 7, 
1850. Along with Dr. Benes, he 


organized the © Czechosolvakian 
government for independence. Mr. 
Masaryk was elected President in 
1918, reelected in 1920, .1d again 
in 1927. He died September 14th, 
1937. Many Czech stamps bear 





his portrain and he is recognized 


as the George Washington of 


Czechoslovakia. 


November 17th is a sad anni- 
versary in the history of Czecho- 
slovakia for on that day in 1939 
the Germans committed one of 
their worst atrocities. After the 
occupation in 1939, the Huns re- 
cognized that the love of country 
was being taught in the Czecho- 
lovakian schools and, of course, 
this could not be tolerated in the 
Greater Germany. On November 
17th, the Gestapo surrounded one 
of the largest colleges in Prague 
and shot all of the teachers and 
students in this school, Later, 
many students were sent to con- 
centration camps and all _ col- 
leges and high schools, as well as 
a great number of middle -schools 
were closed permanently. This 
terrible day is now known as In- 
ternational Students Day. 


These cancels prove that the 
spirit of Czechoslovakia is not 
dead and wa can look forward to 
the commemorative postmarks 
that will be used when the Czech 
army, in company with other sol- 
diers of the United Nations, 





marches into Berlin.

AN ALASKAN ARMY BASE, 
December 12—If -you haven't 
heard from Pvt. Smith in Alaska, 
don’t assume too quickly that Pvt. 
S. has forgotten your existence, 
lots of things can happen to his 
mail, 

For example, if he tried to send 
some parcel post—say a pair of 
Eskimo slippers—from this post 
to Seattle, here is what might 
have happened to it in the -first 
500 miles: 

It would go by ocean going ship 
for 100 miles. Then it would be 
unloaded (that is, if the ship did- 
n’t get caught either in winter ice 
or a summer storm) and trans- 
ferred to a barge, which would 
move it up a river (just a little 
over 1,000 miles up, if the river 
did not happen to be: 

1. Still frozen from last winter 
so that the boat could not move, 


or, 

2. In flood so that navigation 
was impossible, or, 

3. Freezing so that the barge 
got caught in the ice for a seven 
month stay. 

Then it would be transferred to 
a mail train (that is, when the 
train came. Sometimes the train 
runs once a week, sometimes more 
often, sometimes not so often.) 

The train would carry it 400 
more miles to the southern end of 
the line (that is, if various nor- 
thern railroading ills, such as 
snowslides, floods, washouts, or 
earth slips did not prevent it), 
where Pvt. Smith’s pair of slippers 
would be—not in Seattle, just 
ready to be put on a boat when- 
ever the next ship came which 
was going to Seattle. Two months 
traveling time is not unusual for 
mail on this route, nine months 
entirely possible, 

So Pvt. Smith may not have for 
gotten your birthday. Wait a few 
months and you'll be better able 
to tell. —Chicago Tribune.

V-MAIL LETTER SHEETS 


Mr. I. S. Crompton of Crans- 
ton, R. I., asks that a list of the 
V-Mail Letter sheets that are 
available at Postoffices as well as 
for sale by stationers, be printed 
in the Weekly. 

You should know that the print- 
ing of these sheets was first done 
by the Government and that the 
sheets are available without cost 
at postoffices. In addition to the 
sheets from the government in- 
dividual firms were given per- 
mits to produce the sheets on 














specifications laid down by the 
government rulings and as a re- 
sult there are a number of var- 
ieties of the sheets which can be 
readily identified by the Permit 
number and name of producer im- 
printed on the sheets. In many re- 
spects sheets may be alike, yet 
the different printers are iden- 
tified and collectors who want a 
complete collection will want 
sheets with all known permit 
numbers and imprints, 

Mr. Crompton gives a list of 
four sheets which we list below 
and if collectors will look over 
what are available in their city 
and send us copies of any other 
or different permit numbers, we 
will be glad to attempt to com- 
plete the list or enlarge it as much 
as possible. 

First there is the sheet supplied 
by the Postoffice Department 
which bears no Permit number. 
As yet we have not made a com- 
parison of these sheets, but pre- 
sume tbat there may be minor 
differences in them. Samples from 
your city are desired, ask your 
postoffice for copies. 

In the numbered permits, No. 1 
is credited to ““Wessel Co., Chica- 
go.

U. 5. May Overprint 
Postage Stamps Soon 


The overprinting of paper 
money of the United States for 
use in Hawaii since December 7, 
1941, and for use by American 
troops in North Africa may be the 
forerunner of overprinted postage 
stamps for use in the same reg- 
ions, according to George B. 
Sloane in “Stamps.” 

The provisional money was 
overprinted to prevent its use in 
the United States if any should 
fall into the hands of the enemy. 
If any stamps are similarly mark- 
ed, the issue would be confined to 
air mail adhesives because mem- 
bers of the armed forces have the 
free franking privilege, making 
stamps for ordinary letters un- 
necessary.
